Washington, November’ 6.—More 
than $22,600,000 in credit has been 
extended to farmers and stockmen 
since congress recently authorized the 
War Finance corporation to make ad- 
vances for agricultural and live stock 
purposes, according tq figures made 
available tonight by that agency. 

Reports of the corporation’s activ- 
ities since August 24, when the ag- 
ricultural and live stock authority 
became operative, showed a total cred- 
it in excess of $22,663,000, established 
with about 82 financial institutions 
located in 19 states for the purpose of 
making loans to farmers and stock 
raisers. 

The states in which corporation ad- 
vances for these purposes have been 
made are: Montana, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri, North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Georgia, Texas, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Arizona, Kansas, New 
York, Virginia, Indiana, Idaho, Ne- 
vada, Iowa, Nebraska and Wyoming. 
Most of the advances, according to 
corporation officials, have been made 
in the past month and a half. 

The eighty-two advances made so 
far range from a few thousand dollars 
up to one of $15,000,000 to a co-oper- | 
ative association in Minnesota, North 
and South Dakota to assist in the 
marketing of grain. Where advances 
are made-to a co-operative associa- 
tion, officials explained, a credit is

There has been some dis+ 
cussion, it was said, of a bond issue 
by the corporation to provide funds 
for its operations, but it is under- 
stood that it would be left to Secre- 
tary Mellon to decide whether the 
treasury would prefer to do_ the 
financing itself and meet the needs 
of the corporation as desired or let 
that agency go into the invest..ent:

Tomato pulp, for catsups, pastes 
and soups, is obtained in the requisite 
pure — te by putting the tomatoes 
into what is called a “cyclone ma- 
chine,” the material being forced 
through small holes in a metal screen 
to get rid of the skins and seeds. No 
fewer than 225,000 tons of tomatoes 
are pulped annually in this country, 
the skins and seeds being thrown 
away. It is a lamentable waste, in- 
asmuch as the seeds yield an excellent 
salad oil, which is also first rate for 
paints and varnishes, being a quick 
drier. The residue from the oil press, 
mixed with the skins, makes a highly 
nutritious stock feed.—Philadelphia 
Ledger.

The public is accustomed to see passenger and freight trains arrive at stations and 
depart from stations and travel between intermediate points on the railway, periorm- 
ing a necessary service without which almost all commerce would be pataly zed, It 
seldom gets a glimpse behind the scenes and realizes the magnitude and diversifica- 
tion of railway operation. 


The public’sees an engineer and a fireman in charge of a locomotive—a conductor 
and brakeman in charge of a train. It sees comparatively little of all there is back ot

Few outside of those whose business it is to do so e\ e# examine the anatomy oi a 
modern locomotive, a passenger coac h, a refrigerator car or an ordinary freight car. A 
modern locomotive contains more than 4,200 parts, not including rivets and bolts, all 
of which must be inspected daily and kept in perfect condition, some requiring the con- 
stant attention of highly specialized experts. For example, the lighting system is cared 
for by a corps ot trained electricians, the superheater attachment is looked after by spe- 
cialists, the boiler requires the attention of expert boilermakers, the separate and dis- 
tinct engine which operates the reversing mechanism must have special and constant 
attention and the airbrake system also demands the attention of experts. 


A modern all-steel passenger coach, exclusive Of bolts, rivets, screws, nuts, wash- 
ers and nails, has more than The wheels, trucks, airbrakes and draw gear 
require constant inspection and special attention. The dynamo which generates elec- 
tricity for lighting the coach when the train is running, also storing the batteries to 
provide lighting when the train is standing, must be carefully handled. The same 
true of many other parts. The single item cleaning and ventilating passenger 
coaches runs into large figures.
